Mo ney Matters Still Tro uble Ohio ’s Weary Lawmakers 


C O L U M B U S , J une 27 — 
Mo ney was the ro o t o f all the 
ev ils which were blo cking final 
adjo urnment o f the Ohio legis­ 
lature to day . 
The ho use has befo tfe it an 
“ additio ns 
and 
betterments” 
bill calling fo r to tal ex pendi­ 
tures o f just under $100 mil­ 
lio n as the weary lawmakers 
begin thfcir 26 th week to night. 
The bill was reco mmended fo r 
passage by the ho use finance 
co mmittee as the final ho use 
act o f last w iek. 


The senate finance co mmit­ 
tee meanwhile is entangled in 
the 
ho use-appro v ed 
general 
appro priatio ns bill, earmark­ 
ing $6 46 millio n fo r financing 
itate o peratio ns fo r the two - 
y ear perio d beginning Friday . 
The bill must pass the sen­ 
ate and be sent by the go v er­ 
no r fo r his signature 
befo re 
any mo ney can be spent after 
that time. The first crisis will 
be the J uly 15 pay checks o f the 
26 ,000 state emplo y es. 
Altho ugh bo th m easures—as 


well as the sundry claims bill 
which so far hasn’t ev en been 
intro duced — must be passed 
befo re the lawmakers can call 
it a y ear, 
leaders 
remained 
o ptimistic that they co uld call 
it quits by J uly 15, as far as 
wo rking sessio ns are co ncern­ 
ed. This, despite the fact that 
they will clo se up sho p fro m 
Thursday to Tuesday because 
o f the Glo rio us Fo urth. 
The basis o f their o ptimism 
is a lo ng-awaited agreement 
o n what steps can be taken to 


finance mo re aid to lo cal go v ­ 
ernment.

Lausche and ho use and senate 
leaders last week decided that 
the best way to increase the

That wo uld so lv e the pro b­

a bill to increase state aid to 
scho o ls by $27 .5 millio n. 
The co mmittee appro v al last 
week bro ught a blast f r o m 
Go v erno r Lausche and an un­ 
mistakable hint that he wo uld 
v eto the measure if it sho uld 
pass the ho use.

go v erno r v e t o e d

ago , during his first term, o nly 
to hav e the legislature o v er­ 
ride his v eto .

budget wo uld be thro wn so far 
o ut o f balance that the finance 
co mmittees might just as well

This might be 
a facto r in the fate o f the

A fight is ex pected in the 
ho use to night when a bill to 
substitute a new law fo r t h e 
“ Ferguso n Act” no w o n the 
bo o ks, and which bars strikes 
by public emplo y es under pen­ 
alty o f dismissal, co mes up fo r 
passage. 
The bill was drafted by co n­ 
serv ativ es, but was rewritten 
in co mmittee by a subco mmit­ 
tee repo rtedly dictated to by 
the labo r lo bby .

“additions and betterments" 
bill calling for total expendi­ 
tures of just under HOO mil­ 
lion as the weary lawmakers 
begin thfeir 26th week tonight. 
The bill was recommended for 
passage by the house finance 
committee as the final house 
act of last wack. 


The senate finance commit­ 
tee meanwhile is entangled in 
the house-approved 
general 
appropriations bill, earmark­ 
ing $646 million for financing 
fttate operations for the two- 
year period beginning Friday. 
The bill must pass the sen­ 
ate and be sent by the gover­ 
nor for his signature before 
any money can be spent after 
that time. The first ctisis will 
be the July 15 paychecks of the 
26,000 state employes. 
Although both measures—as 


well as the sundry claims bill 
which so far hasn’t even been 
introduced — must be passed 
before the lawmakers can call 
it a year, leaders remained 
optimistic that they could call 
it quits by July 15, as far as 
working sessions are concern­ 
ed. This, despite the fact that 
they will close up shop from 
Thursday to Tuesday because 
of the Glorious Fourth. 
The basis of their optimism 
is a long-awaited agreement 
on what steps can be taken to 


finance more aid to local gov­ 
ernment.

Lausche and house and senate 
leaders last week decided that 
the best way to increase the

the natio n than Senato r Aldrich.” 
Other Americans can think o f plenty . ' 
Ro ckefeller is ev idently mo v ed in part by 
his clo se pleasant family relatio nship with 
Aldrich. Otherwise he might hav e wo nder­ 
ed if a sy stem o f dictato rship to go v ern-1 
ment by wealthy co rpo ratio ns co uld be re- j 
v iv ed, o r sho uld be. Free enterprise h a s

THE average individual seems to 
be fully persuaded that you’:e not 
“doing anything” for a cold or sore 
throat unless you attack it locally. 
He gets a great deal of mental satis­ 
faction, if not much of a cure, from 
almost anything in the wav of 
drops, sprays, gargles, vapors, or 
medicated salves which can be ap ­ 
plied directly to the tissues. 
As a matter of fact, local treat­ 
ment is often of value in disorders 
of the nose and throat, but in just as 
many other cases it only serves to 
mak e the condition worse, if im­ 
properly employed. 


Penicillin and Sulfonamide 
Nowadays, many nose and throat 
infections are treated with peni­ 
cillin and the sulfonamide drugs. 
When 
used locally, in sufficient 
amounts, thes-: p rep arations may be 
of some help if they are brought 
into contact with the germs produc­ 
ing the trouble. However, when the 
germs are lodged deep within the 
tissues and the tissues are . woilen 
and congested, local treatment with 
peniciUin and the sulfonamide drugs 
is often found by the doctor to be 
useless. In such cases, the sulfona­ 
mide drugs may be given by mouth, 
and penicillin given • by injection 
into a muscle, as well as by mouth. 
But these should only be used under 
the doctor’s direction. 
Not all infections of the nasal 
sinuses need treatment with peni­ 
cillin and the sulfonamide drugs. 
Sometimes, just as much good may 
be done by irrigating or washing 
out the infected areas with a salt 
solution. 


Formerly many nose p rep ara­ 
tions were administered in oily 
solutions, but this has been discon­ 
tinued to a great ex tent because of 
the danger that some of the oil may 
get into the lungs to produce a form 
of pneumonia. 
Prep arations of silver salts also 
have some danger when used in the 
nose. Their long use may lead to 
absorption of the p rep aration and 
permanent discoloration of the sk in. 
Contract Blood Vessels 
Nose conditions ape often treated 
with substances which contract the 
blood vessels, thus relieving con­ 
gestion and opening the nasal p as­ 
sages. Such p rep arations, if used 
for too long a period of time, not 
only lose their effectiveness but also 
may produce enough irritation to 
mak e the condition worse instead of 
better. These symptoms can be re­ 
lieved by stopping the medication 
completely, at least for a period of 
time. It is seldom necessary or wise 
to use nose drops. 
Insofar as the throat is concerned, 
the sulfonamides tak en by mouth, 
or penicillin properly administered, 
are often helpful. Washing the 
throat with a salt solution, and rest 
in bed may be helpful in the treat­ 
ment. 
Infections of the nose and throat, 
of course, should be treated under 
the directions of a physician, who 
will select the most effective meas­ 
ures for the individual case. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
L. H.: If inflammation of the 
mesenteric glands were mistak en 
for appendicitis, what would be the 
result? 
Answer: It is not lik ely that there 
would be any p ermanent damage in 
a case of this type.

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BYGONE BOSS 
ONCE upon a time the United States had 
a boss, comparable in power to the unauth­ 
orized rulers who too often have governed 
cities and states and told the elected offi­ 
cials what to do. This was Nelson W. Aid- 
rich, for 30 years senator from Rhode Is­ 
land and for over half that period chairman 
of the Senate finance Committee, maker 
of tariff laws,- the man who said “yes” or 
“no,” generally “no,” to legislation regu­ 
lating corporations. 
Aldrich finally became the symbol of big 
business control of government. Theodore 
Roosevelt sometimes fought him, some­ 
times co-:cerated with him. Taft made him 
an ally and praised the Payne-Aldrich tar­ 
iff law of 1909, which ultimately ruined the 
Taft administration politically. 
Aldrich has lately been recalled by the 
$5,000,000 gift p.edged to the Harvard Gra­ 
duate School of Business Administration by 
his son-in-law, John D. Rockefeller, Jr. In 
the letter announcing his gift Rockefeller 
praises individual initiative in business, 
and adds, “I can think of no finer nor more 
inspiring example to set before the future 
business men and governmental leaders of 
the nation than Senator Aldrich.” 
Other Americans can think of plenty. 
Rockefeller is evidently moved in part by 
his close pleasant family relationship with 
Aldrich. Otherwise he might have wonder­ 
ed if a system of dictatorship to govern­ 
ment by wealthy corporations could be re­ 
vived, or should be. Free enterprise h a s 
had no more deadly enemy than the auto­ 
cratic financial magnates of Aldrich’s pal­ 
my days. Their excesses, which the nation 
finally determined to stop for good, grew 
out of the days of Aldrich’s absolute rule 
of the Senate. Today their return would not 
be tolerated. 
If, as some people believe, the pendulum 
may now be swinging too far in the direc­ 
tion of governmental control, it may be 
well to remember that both extremes are 
dangerous. A sensible middle course is in­ 
dicated. 


In five weeks after the Communist cap­ 
ture of Shanghai prices more than doubled, 
according to the University of Nanking’s 
department of 
agricultural economics. 
They were fantastically high before, with 
a wheelbarrow of currency necessary to 
purchase the simplest articles. 
Inflation 
like this has been called a disease of cap­ 
italism. but it seems to afflict Communism 
as well. 


No one who speaks well of a landlord 
adds to his personal popularity. Should he 
be so rash as to speak favorably about in­ 
creasing rents, then he must be a devil in­ 
carnate. To make matters clear, I am not 
a landlord. I am a tenant. I pay rent and 
volunteered a 15 percent increase l a s t 
year. 
The argument may be offered that J can 
afford the increase. That is nonsense, be­ 
cause no one can afford to pay more for 
anything than he has to. With income taxes 
and excise taxes what they are, although 
I collect more money in 1949 than I did in 
1942. I do not earn more tor myself and my 
family. The government sees to that. 
When it comes to actual earnings, we are 
all in the same leaking boat. We collect and 
pass on an increasingly large share to the 
Treasury where much of it is wasted, as 
the Hoover reports conclusively prove. 
So, if I could beat my landlord down, I 
would do it, provided I could get as much 
out of him in service as I got before. The 
only point is that he might go broke and I 
might get someone in his place who would 
let the house go to rack and ruin and then 
I might be forced to pay for repairs or 
move, both of which could be very costly. 
So I found it cheaper to give the fellow' a 
break. 
• 
• 
As a matter of fact, I know' that my land­ 
lord cannot have made a reasonable return 
on his investment, no matter what anyone 
calls reasonable. 
So, here is a letter from a landlord w'hich 
requires some consideration, and I am glad 
to give it to him in this space: 
“One tenant pays me $27.50 per month 
for six large rooms, bath and utilities and 
sublets two rooms for $70 per month. (No 
rent ceiling on the subletting tenant!) 
“ The w'hole national trend seems to be 
raise wages, increase salaries and expense 
accounts of public officials, increase com­ 
pensations. outright grants to low income 
groups, subsidize and guarantee farmers 
incomes, but crucify the landlord. Even the 
President is not averse to increasing his 
salary. His message called for ‘fair deal 
and civil rights for all.’ He should h a v e 
added ‘except landlords.’ 
“ Listen: Last Sept. 15, I replied for re­ 
lief on a 12-unit apartment—for an actual 
loss of $416.43 (not being allow'ed to enter 
a $600 m anager’s salary which brings the 
loss to more than S1000). About Dec. I, I 
received orders which boiled down, result­ 
ed as follows: 
“ The total 
increase 
on 
seven units 
amounted to $18.15 per month. The remain­ 
ing five units were decreased a total of 
$17.50 per month, thereby allowing me a 
net total increase of 65 cents per month or 
$7.80 per year to cover a loss of more than 


$ 1000. ” 
The question arises: Do we really believe 
in private ownership of real property? If 
not let the government take over all real 
property and then before I vote for any con­ 
gressman, I shall ask him for a rent reduc­ 
tion each time. as they used to give us free 
seeds. If we do believe in private owner­ 
ship, then the landlord is entitled to a 
break.

DIET AND HEALTH 
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Care of Cold, Sore Throat 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN. M D. 


THE average Individual seems to 
be fully persuaded that you’re not 
“doing anything” for a cold or sore 
throat unless you attack it locally, 
He gets a great deal of mental satis­ 
faction, if not much of a cure, from 
almost anything in the wav of 
drops, sprays, gargles, vapors, or 
medicated salves which can be ap­ 
plied directly to the tissues. 
As a matter of fact, local treat­ 
ment it often of value in disorders 
of the nose and throat, but in just as 
many other cases it only serves to 
make the condition worse, if im* 
properly employed. 


Penicillin and Sulfonamide 


Nowadays, many nose and throat 
Infections are treated with peni­ 
cillin and the sulfonamide drugs. 
When used locally, in sufficient 
amounts, the*-' preparations may be 
of some help if they a rt brought 
into contact with the germ* produc­ 
ing the trouble. However, when the 
germs are lodged deep within the 
tissues and the tissues are wollen 
and congested, local treatment with 
peniciUin and the sulfonamide drugs 
is often found bv the doctor to be 
useless. In such cases, the sulfona­ 
mide drugs may be given by mouth, 
and penicillin given * by injection 
into a muscle, as well as by mouth. 
But these should only be used under 
the doctor’s direction. 
Not all infections of the nasal 
■inuses need treatment with peni- 
cillin and the sulfonamide drugs. 
Sometimes, just as much good may 
be done by irrigating or washing 
out the infected areas with a salt 
solution. 


Formerly many nose prepara­ 
tions were administered in oily 
solutions, but this has been discon­ 
tinued to a great extent because of 
the danger that some of the oil may 
get into the lungs to produce a form 
of pneumonia. 
Preparations of silver salts also 
have some danger when used in the 
nose. Their long use may lead to 
absorption of the preparation and 
permanent discoloration of the akin. 
Contract Blood Vessels 
Nose conditions are often treated 
with substances which contract the 
blood vessels, thus relieving con­ 
gestion and opening the nasal pas­ 
sages. Such preparations, if used 
for too long a period of time, not 
only lose their effectiveness but also 
may product enough irritation to 
make the condition worse instead of 
better. The>e symptoms can be re­ 
lieved by stopping the medication 
completely, at least for a period of 
t.me. It is seldom necessary or wise 
to use nose drops. 
Insofar as the throat is concerned, 
the sulfonamides taken by mouth, 
or penicillin properly administered, 
are often heipful. Washing the 
throat with a salt solution, and rest 
in bed may be helpful in the treat­ 
ment. 
Infections of the nose and throat, 
of course, should be treated under 
the directions of a physician, who 
will select the most effective meas­ 
ures for the individual case.
